History of the S.P.A. 
HE present-day Society of Phi- 


latelic Americans was first in- 
augurated at Macon, Mississippi, on 
February 1, 1894. as The Southern 
Philatelic Association, with J. H. 
Chappell, Jr., as the chief founder 
and first president. Other outstand- 
ing .founding members were Ben 
Russell, of Alexander City, Ala- 
bama; J. H. Conley, of Munford, 
Alabama; and E. W. Heusinger, of 
San Antonio, Texas. Within two 
years the membership had reached 
387, but then a decline set in, reduc- 
ing the membership to only 62 by 
1897. Things drifted along until 
1906, when R. L. Doak, of Ohio, be- 
came secretary to the organization 
which by then had been reduced to 
only 18 members in good standing. 
By the end of 1907 the new secre- 
tary had brought the membership 
up to 228, and in 1912 it had reached 
close to 300. ‘ 

Clifford W. Kissinger, of Reading, 
Pennsylvania, was elected president 
in September 1913, and under his 
‘dynamic leadership, the Association

Two further services are the use of 
your membership number as a credit ref- 
erence with stamp dealers, and the mem- 
bership directory with its more than 5,000 
names and addresses of the members, to- 
gether with their specialties, which is the 
introduction of each member to his fellow 
member.

LEND beauty, economy, knowl- 
edge and fun with a real phi- 
latic challenge and you'll come 

up with a specialty that can’t be 
topped—U. S. Flag Cancels. These 
the the most attractive and interest- 
ing cancellations used regularly in 
U. S. post offices in this century, 
and also are part of 19th Century 
philately. The cancel shows a gent- 
ly waving U. S. flag, and was first 
used (Figure 1) in October, 1894, 
at Boston, Mass., the home of the 
American Postal Machines  Co., 
which produced the cancel in eight- 
een styles. 

Flag Cancels have been found 
from almost 3,200 towns in the con- 
tinental United States. They also 
were used in territories and depend- 
encies, at military, naval, and exhi- 
bition stations, in streetcar post of- 
fices, and in the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice. \ 

By the time the last Flag saw 
service on a cancelling machine, in 
1941, more than 6,700 easy-to-recog- 
nize varieties had been created by 
changes in locale, dies, etc. 

This may appear to be a lot of 
cancels, but it is relatively easy to 
get the first 5,000. The long period 
of use means no one is hoarding 
quantities of the more elusive cancels 
to make collectors pay high prices. 

Of course, the “made-to-order 
cover’ mania can never enter this 
field, and Flags are the only group 
of U. S. cancels for which there is 
a catalog listing all varieties. 

‘Before going into details on how 
to collect these, let’s look into the 
background of Flag Cancels and de- 
fine the term. 

Normally a Flag cancel consists

This would 
mean you have, for less than $2 per 
week, that philatelic rarity, a com- 
plete specialized collection. 


Sources for the cancels, beyond 
the few in every dealer’s “nickel- 
and-dime” cover box, can be found 
with patience and determination. In 
larger lots one often can buy Flags 
for less than 5c each, and old post- 
card albums are one of the most con- 
venient sources of the cancels. 


Several factors affect the scarcity 
of Flags, although no one can say 
with certainty that a particular va- 
riety is almost unobtainable. The 
cancellation volume of a post office 
and the duration of use of a partic- 
ular variety are major factors in 
judging a Flag’s availability. 

Some, but not all, slogans and 
specimens from the territories and 
possessions, are among the scarcer 
Flags. 


New England Flags and those of 
other northern states, where preser- 
vation of old correspondence was a 
common practice, generally are the 
most common, while Flag cancels 
from small southern towns are rel- 
atively scarcer. In general, when 
any Flag was used two years or 
more enough specimens turn up to 
satisfy collectors. 


Unless a Flag is on a private post- 
card that has an especially interest- 
ing view of the town where the can- 
cel was employed, most collectors in- 
clude cards only if the same variety 
has not come their way on an en- 
velope. 


In either case, hee should be 
kept as entires, not 2 x 4 cutouts 
or envelope fronts, which generally 
serve only as space fillers until one 
acquires an intact copy. 

Looseleaf binders or filing boxes 
are among the favorite means of 
housing Flags. Your choice of 


method probably will hinge on what | 


Flags you collect, since the number 
of ways to collect them is virtually 
limitless. 


All persons have the same chance 
of building a distinctive collection, 
and perhaps you might want to start 
with Flags from your home state.

Mannerheim attended the Finnish Milt 
tary Academy from 1882 to 1886 and)if 
passed his matriculation examination impj)

From 1889 until 1914, he served in the 
Russian Czar’s forces during those last 
years of Russia’s regency over Finla 
and not only commanded mounted troops 
but served at the Court Ministry and 
the Officers’ Cavalry Academy and 
one time commanded the Emperor’s Ul 
Regiment. Bodyguard. He also particr 
pated in the Russo-Japanese War. 


At the outbreak of World War I he wa 
Commander of the Separate Guards Cay. 
alry Brigade in ‘Warsaw. He held sev. 
eral commands as a Major General if 
World War I from 1914 until the Czaris 
armies disintegrated. 

On January 28, 1918, he was appointec 
Supreme Commander of the Finnisl 
Army, liberated the country and marche 
into Helsinki May 16, 1918.

TAMP collectors will agan be afford- 
ed an opportunity to obtain covers 
postmarked in Navy post offices at Byrd 
and South Pole Stations in Antarctica and 
from ships participating in OPREATION 
DEEP FREEZE. 

Severe weather, ice conditions and the 
Antarctic winter night isolate the con- 
tinent from March to October each year. 
This fact, and limited transportation 
facilities mecessitate putting a limit to the 
covers a person may submit to one from 
each of the Antarctic stations and to no 
more than three to each ship. 

Persons desiring postmarks from Byrd 
and South Pole Stations may send ad- 
dressed envelopes with United States 
postage affixed to: DEEP FREEZE Philatelic 
Mail, 'U. S. Naval Construction Battalion 
Center, Davisville, East Greenwich, 
Rhode Island. 


One cover will be sent to Byrd Station, 
the other to South Pole Station for post- 
marking. If a postmark is desired from 
only one station, senders should indicate 
on the lower left hand corner of the cover 
the postmark desired, either Byrd or South 
Pole Station. 


All covers must be mailed in time to 
reach East Greenwich by October 15, 
1960. Covers will be postmarked during 
the Antarctic winter night and returned 
during the first months of 1962. Work- 
ing conditions prohibit processing the 
volume of philatelic mail received during 
the summer operating season.

We almost forgot a potential rarity, 
the Ic coil in the small Old Style from 
Lima. (We say “potential”, although this 
coil is already rare now. This town used 
only low-value Bureau precancels. Among 
them we find another scarce one, the 1c 
wide Presidential. 

There are but two red-violet War Bu- 
reaus. Scott lists this one as purple, 
No. 905b. The Gunesch-Coda Catalog 
number is K110A. One hails from Los 
Angeles, already mentioned in the Parade 
of Bureaus, while the second one was 
used by Fremont, Ohio. 

This one was discovered by “yours 
truly”, quite by accident at the Columbus, 
Ohio, Precancel Stamp Society convention 
in 1946. A part-time dealer in straight 
U. S. postage offered us a small job lot 
of precancels at a very reasonable figure. 
Being too busy to examine the lot care- 


-fully at the convention, we took and paid 


for the lot. ‘When we had a chance to 


~look at our purchase more closely, we 
found a part of a sheet of this red-violet 


War Bureau. For a Jong time we were 
the only dealer to recognize this color 
variety, but know that the other Bureau 
catalogs list and price both of them. 
Some collectors who at first disregarded 
our listing now want a copy of these rare

The 
section on Playing Card Coil Bureau 
Precan Coils will, I am sure, shed light 
in dark-places for many. A most highly 
recommended work, within reach of all.

The Ship Penny [Stamp of the Union of 
South Africa], by Gordon ‘Ward. C. E. 
Sherwood, 105 Marford Crescent, Sale, 
Cheshire, 1960, 82 p., $1.75. 


a pA mimeographed study is a com- 
panion piece to the author’s celebrated 
monograph on the Union 14d. Springbok. 
Like the earlier work, it richly demon- 
strates a commonly unrecognized truth 
in philately—that you can do highly enjoy- 
able, pioneer work on a stamp or type of 
stamp which can be had wholesale in 
limitless quantities at a few pence per 
hundred. Indeed, it’s just as much fun 
as reconstructing plates and working out 
printings of Victoria Colony classics, Pen- 
ny Blacks and the like. 

‘With some fifty plates of 240 each used 
during the course of thirty years, the 
Penny Ship design was reproduced photo- 
graphically innumerable times and, what 
with different screenings and different 
printing methods, the imevitable defects, 
repaired impressions.and the like, no less 
than 12,000 different stamps (20,000 if 
one includes overprinted ones) exist. 
Thorough knowledge of printing processes 
and techniques makes it possible to divide 
them into twelve main groups and, from 
there, the fun begins. And fun it can 
be, as anyone reading the Springbok vol- 
ume or the present one can see. This is 
real scientific philately in its highest de- 
gree, 

Only 5,000 positions have thus far been 
definitely determined, so much remains 
to be done. Who wants to pitch in? The 
results in creative satisfaction would be 
great.

Stamps Stolen in 
Fort Wayne 


FoR some mineteen years John Henock 

Was a stamp dealer in Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, and leased a department at the 
Wolf & Dessauer store. Since his death 
in 1958, his widow has been carrying on 
his business from her apartment at 831 
W. Creighton Avenue, Fort Wayne. 

On Jume 15, 1960, a well-dressed man 
about 28 ¢o 31 years old, but with badly 
bitten fingernails, giving his name as 
Gohns from Minneapolis, spent several 
hours examining her stock books and mak- 
ing a selection of stamps. He then asked 
her to wait while he went to his car to 
get amother list. He did mot return, and 
she soon discovered that one stockbook 
containing stock sheets size 81% x 11 in 
a green, hard-top cover, was missing. She 
has asked us to give a description of the 
man and the missing stamps in the hope 
that some one of our readers might get 
a lead on him that will bring about re- 
covery of the stamps, and also as a fore- 
warning to others. He carried with him 
a brown or black attaché case, into which 
he had apparently slipped the missing 
stamps. 

The stamps that were taken were all 
US. mint issues from 1893 onward to 
date, and two pages of United Nations 
stamps. Besides the book of stamps he 
took many loose stamps from among 
those he had selected and some that lay 
beneath them. 

If any of our readers are offered stamps 
answering this description under  sus- 
picious circumstances, Mrs. Henock would 
appreciate hearing from them at once or 
their notifying the Fort (Wayne police de- 
partment, which has been alerted on the 
case.

On September 19, 1960, a 75 rappen 
definitive, depicting a farmer’s wife and 
Sheaves, will be issued. The ochre stamp 
was designed by Anton Eder and printed 
by Courvoisier in sheets of twenty-five, 
with margin texts in German, French and 
English.
